Epiphanies Peter 
Lots of Water Little to Drink

You would think that we've all 
learned a lot since Walkerton. 

You would hope that we could 
sit back now and have a little 
more confidence that our wa- 
ter is safe. Not! 

If you live in the country, and 
use a well, a spring or a water 
line coming from a lake or river, 
Walkerton should have taught 
you the opposite. You should 
assume that your water is unsafe 
unless you have tested it. 


That means every time there 
is any kind of heavy rain or 
flooding, new contamination 
may have entered your water 
source. ‘ 

No, no, you say, I have a UV 
light, so I don’t have to wor- 
ry. Right? Wrong! Raw water 
containing greater than 1,000 
total coliforms per 100 milli- 
litre, or greater than 100 fae- 
cal coliforms per 100 millilitre 
may render the unit ineffective. 
The presence of certain para- 
sites may make the unit inef- 
fective. And excessive colour, 
turbidity (cloudiness), iron or 
organic impurities may also 
keep the UV light from work- 
ing properly. 


According to a publication on 
water treatment devices from 
the provincial government, “The 
treated water should be ana- 
lyzed for bacteriological con- 


-tent often enough to demon- 


strate the device's efficiency.” In 


other words, you don't know if 


it’s working unless you test it 
regularly. 

And guess what? The same 
holds for ceramic filters, io- 
dination, ozonation and even 
chlorination. Once you reach 
a certain level of contamina- 
tion - the same level as for the 
UV light - they may no lon- 
ger be effective either. Even 
activated carbon devices and 
reverse osmosis systems can 
fail, depending on a number 
of factors, including how bad 
the raw water is. 

So the crucial thing is to test 
often. 


No problem, right? Maybe. 
The Health Unit will test rural 
tap water free. But, you must get 
the sample to them promptly 
during the hours they specify. 
In Belleville for instance, you 
can only submit samples from 
Monday to Thursday, and only 
between 8:30 and 3 p.m. 


Meantime, you should be 
boiling your water for a min- 
ute at a “rolling boil” to get rid 
of bacteria. Okay, so then it’s 
safe, right? Well, hopefully it’s 
safe from bacteria. 

But as any municipality can 
tell you, there is a lengthy list 
of other kinds of contaminants 
which they are required to test 
municipal water for, quarter- 
ly. Some of them, like nitrates, 
tend to appear hand in hand 
with bacteria. Others are less 
likely if you are not near in- 
dustry. Others like pesticides 
may be present at limits that 
are not normally detected in 
routine testing. Others are in- 
escapable: the whole planet has 
PCBs and other persistent or- 
ganic pollutants, even though 
many were banned in Canada 
years ago. 


Discouraging isn't it? In Can- 
ada we have a huge proportion 
of the available fresh water on 
the planet. A precious resource 
that other many other coun- 
tries would literally kill for. Yet 
we have allowed it to become 
so polluted that noone can as- 
sume it’s safe without testing it. 
Shame on us.

Emergencies and disasters can happen at any time. Utilities can be out, 
roads closed, and crucial supplies unavailable. While local, provincial 
and federal officials prepare for emergencies, individuals can plan to be 
prepared at home and at work. 


With increased levels of fear and anxiety throughout Canada and the 
world, it makes sense to prepare for the unexpected. Everyone should 
be prepared to take care of themselves and their families for up to three 
days in the event of an emergency or disaster. For example, it could. 
take that long to clear roads due to a severe winter storm. 


The following.is a recommended checklist of items that you should have 
on hand.

| guess they have the same challenges in Osaka that we do 
over here. Kids skipping school, kids getting kidnapped, kids 
hanging around with the wrong crowd; the list is endless. It 
is a dangerous world, don't you know? 

An elementary school is Osaka, Japan has introduced the 
RFID microchip in order to track children entering and exit- 
ing the school, as well as at key places throughout the school 
property and dangerous places outside. 

These microchips are placed in children’s nametags, cloths 
or school bags. When the entry scan is made, the computer 
system monitoring the process can be programmed to send a 
message to the parent's cell phone. And again when the child 
leaves. And again if the kid gets too close to the pool hall or 
maybe the candy store. 

I'm sure that soon the technology will be even better. Full 
time tracking could allow us concerned parents to track every 
movement.

We can listen in or even watch to ensure our 
kids don't do the kinds of things we did at their age. 

Maybe the 
2010 model of the chip will include a stun setting. If your 
child is simply running into trouble too fast for you to stop 
them, simply give them a little shock and temporarily para- 
Ivze them. That would give you ample time to catch up and 
gather them into the safety of your loving arms. 

But, there is a very big problem with their idea. Many times 
kids lose their jackets, forget their backpacks and change their 
dothes. A kid tracked by their shoe that a smart bad guy threw 


in the corner, will appear perfectly fine until hours or days 


after the kidnappers have their way with them. 

No, there is only one solution. Tag them at the base of the 
skull. Then - unless they are decapitated - you'll always know 
exactly where they are. And we might as well do it right away. 
Weigh the newborns, measure them, and quickly pop them 
with the little ID chip. ;

An injured cat is brought to the clinic. “She’s just a stray. We feed her.” 
How long have you been feeding her? “4 years.” 

The good news? She will get the medical attention she requires. This 
person cares about animals and wants to help. The problem? She’s still 
considered a stray. This usually translates into “not fixed”. 

Despite the best intentions of this animal lover, he is contributing to cat 
overpopulation. This friendly stray cat is probably having “accidental” 
litters. It’s really an accidental dynasty: in five years, one female cat can be 
résponsible for 25,000 descendants. 

Stray cats spread disease to other cats and to humans, beat up on “pet” 
cats, destroy property and disturb the neighbourhood. 

The solution: 

* Responsible pet ownership. If you are feeding cats, you are 
responsible for them. Cats must be spayed or neutered. 

+ Low cost spay/neuters to humane societies. 

* Community animal by-laws with “teeth”. Neutered pets should 
receive low cost licenses. The license for an un-neutered pet should be ten 
times more expensive. 

+ A community program for control of feral cats. Truly wild cats should 
be live trapped, virus tested, neutered, ear notched (for identification) and 
released back into the same area. If these animals are just destroyed, 
another colony of cats will soon move in. A stable population of neutered, 
healthier cats provides better control.

irregularly. This summer, we 
seeded with 10-15 species of 
wild flowers and they literally 
took off’ The seeds collected 
today will add to that.’ 

Amanda explained that the 
seeds to be gathered that day 
were Little Blue Stem, a rare 
find on the Rice Lake plain, 
Big Blue Stem, Indian Grass, 
Bergamot, Calico Aster, New 
Jersey Tea - and acorns. 

The rule of thumb when col- 
lecting, she explained, was 10 
per cent: collect about 10 per 
cent of the seeds in a cluster of 
plants. However, if the group 
of wild flowers is small and/or 
isolated, pick no seeds from 
those plants, allowing natural 
re-seeding to occur. 

“If you're not sure of the spe- 
cies, ask,” she said, “because we 
don't want to get non-native

seed species in the seed bags.” 
Each person received a sup- 
ply of small bags that Aman- 
da would combine at the end 
of the day.

TO DRIVE, OR NOT 
TO DRIVE? 


To drive or not to drive 
That is the question? 
Whether it is nobler 

in the mind 
To suffer the 
slings and arrows 
Of an arrogant 
School Board, 

Or to hand in our 
bus keys 
Against a sea of troubles, 
And by resigning, 
end them. 

To quit, to leave , 
to just walk away! 
But what good 
may come 
When we have 
shuffled off 
Our underpaid 
bus routes? 

Must give us pause.....! 


Last week, after driving for 
the month of September without 
knowing how much I would be 
paid to operate one of the Hast- 
ings School Boards much touted 
double-routes , I was finally in- 
formed of the new pay schedule 
for the second run. The Board 
had held their hand for the past 
4 months, waiting until all the 


runs were covered and drivers 
committed. The wages offered 
for a double run were a slap in 
the face! Drivers with single 
runs maintained their ‘status 
quo, no real loss or gain, but a 
double-run driver was actually 
being penalized financially for 
accepting the longer hours and 
added responsibility. I paused 
only long enough to redial the 
phone and give them my two 
weeks notice. However, after 
learning that the Ontario Gov- 
ernment’s new funding formula 
had resulted in additional funds 
flowing to the Hastings Board 
and receiving assurances that 
some of those funds would be 
flowing down to us by the end 
of Oct or early Nov, I stayed 
my hand! Drivers are now in 
a wait and see mode. I hope the 
Board and Bus Operators live 
up to their promises. 


So what is the beef you may 
ask? At least you havea job! The 
problem is in the approach, or 
should I say lack of approach, 
in dealing with the implemen- 
tation of the new busing sys- 
tem and staggered school start 
times. It has been downright 
feudal ! 


One shouldn't be surprised 


much by the attitude taken by 
the Bus Owners, as they are 
running a business. But School 
Boards are publicly funded in- 
stitutions that are mandated to 
provide a service and as such 
must not be operated only as if 
they were a business. That phi- 
losophy is a throwback from the 
Harris Era and mustn't apply 
to Public Institutions. Busi- 
ness operates from a position of 
moral neutrality, from a value 
system based on a singularity 
of purpose, where profit is first.: 
all else is secondary. 


Since the creation of the 
new Tri-County Transporta- 
tion Board , the pay formula for 
bus drivers in Center Hastings 
has changed 3 times. It would 
be rather naive to think these 
changes where done in our best 
interest. Bus operators are run- 
ning a business ... their interests 
are self-evident. The School 
Board is a different matter.. 
they are supposed to be oper- 
ating in the students’ best inter- 
est, in yours as taxpayers and 
mine as an employee, and not 
just in their own. They never 
seem to take the hit for mis- 
takes or shortfalls, but inevi- 
tably download the burden of 
finding solutions onto those 


of us with the least say in the 
matter, those of us at the low- 
est end of the pay scale, those 
of us with no representational 
power at the Board level. 


‘This new computerized Bus- 
ing Program is just another tech- 
nological RAT (Responsibility 
Avoidance Tool) that is placed 
between those who have the 
decision making responsibility 
(the Board) and those whom 
they should be responsible too 
( namely you and I)

Well here we are into our 
second month of the new stag- 
gered start times and double- 
route bus runs. By now the 
initial flood of calls from par- 
ents and students to the board 
voicing their problems with the 
changes has died off. This drop 
is not because the system put in 
place is greatly improved, but 
rather that most parents and 
students have to get on with 
earning a living and gaining an 
education. So now the initia- 
tors of these sweeping changes 
are congratulating themselves 
on how well their plans have 
unfolded. The swivel-chaired

seeds while the Lakes chose the area of Indian Grass. Talking as 
she strode along, Amanda suddenly stopped, dropped her back 
pack and took off across the field with a butterfly net; shed spot- 
ted a Monarch butterfly. She caught it on the second try. 
Returning to the group, Amanda explained that due to bad 
weather in their winter location, 70 per cent of Monarch but- 
terflies that migrated to Mexico last winter did not survive. The 
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Alderville's S Black Oak Savanna 
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University of Kansas has begun a tagging program, so the surviv- 
ing butterflies can be monitored. Explained Andrew: “Monarchs 
will breed several times in the summer and it's only the last one 
you want to tag - that’s the butterfly that migrates.’ 

Amanda quickly and safely secured the butterfly, reached in 
her back pack for the tagging kit and, with the help a volunteer, 
pried off the numbered sticker and applied it to the butterfly’s 
wing and released it.

tality in the Village of Madoc, 
(although the sale fell through 
and the Reeve was assured by 
MPP Leona Dombrowsky’s of- 
fice, the molester in question, 
is not in the area) and group 
turbed people with a tendency 
towards sexual contact with 
young children being able to 
come in through the back door, 
the Reeve questioned, “Why 
wouldn't they be afraid?” 

A letter faxed to council from 
a Marmora number, has done 
little to eleviate the fears, said 
Reeve Deline, but rather has 
raised more suspicions and 
questions. The letter addressed 
to Mr. Deline on September 29 
read: “I am writing with regards 
to the residents of 36 St. Peter 
Street, Madoc. It has come to 
my attention that some of the 
townspeople have been misin- 
formed as to the nature of resi- 
dence. I wish to clear up any 
misconceptions and hopefully 
put this matter to rest. 

The apartment at the above 
address is first of all, not a group 
home. The men who live there 
are renting the apartment to- 
gether because they lived to- 
gether previously and are most

comfortable this way. They are 
all living there by choice and 
could, by all rights, live on their 
own wherever they choose. 

‘The men at the residence are 
not developmentally handi- 
capped or physically handi- 
capped, but some do suffer from 
mental illness. None, however 
are unable to function normal- 
ly in most everyday situations 
and none are considered to be 
violent. I have worked previ- 
ously with all of them and I do 
check on them everyday and 
make sure that they are living 
in a suitable environment and 
are eating, dressing and getting 
along appropriately. 

One concern that I have be- 
come aware of, from the pub- 
lic, is regarding some rumours, 
that have started about these 
men. I can tell you that those 
rumours are not only untrue, 
but unfair. These men are not 
pedophiles, as many have now 
suggested. They are sensitive 
and emotional people and these 
accusations have upset them a 
great deal. As you can probably 
relate, it is very disturbing to 
imagine being accused of such 
a thing. I believe that the towns- 
people have become confused

and are under the impression 
that these are the residents that 
Diane Brierley was intending 
to accomodate on St. Lawrence 
Street, that were under court 
supervision housing orders. 
Ms. Brierley has decided not 
to do so and those clients are 
not the ones that we are now 
dealing with. 

Unfortunately, this has gotten 
out of hand to the point that 
town meetings have been ar- 
ranged to discuss issues that do 
not exist and innocent people 
have been accused of horrific 
offences.

Buy local, ag: minister urges 


Steve Peters visits Norwood Fair 


By Bill Freeman 
Asphodel-Norwood - Provin- 
cial agriculture minister Steve 
Peters never misses an oppor- 
tunity to urge Ontarians to buy 
local produce. 

“It is a real powerful way we 
can help support the agricul- 
ture industry. It's a message I 
deliver to both rural and urban 
audiences,” Mr. Peters told re- 
porters during his visit to the 
136th Norwood Fair. 

“It's doubly important to the 
urban audience that they know 
some of the challenges agricul- 
ture faces,” he adds. 

Mr. Peters also says it is im- 
portant that the “mainstream 
media promote some of the pos- 
itive things that are happening 
in agriculture and not always 
focus in on the negatives.” 

He admits that within gov- 
ernment itself there should be a 
more integrated stream of idea 
sharing. 

“As a government we need to 
find ways to break down some of 
our own silos and look to agri- 
culture as being part of solutions 
(to society's challenges)” 

The agriculture sector can 
play a significant role in the pur- 
suit of renewable fuels, promot- 
ing healthier lifestyles through 
the school system and advo- 
cating, along with the health 
care community, the preven- 
tative benefits of healthy food 
choices. 

While everyone knows that 
the auto industry is the prov- 
ince’s largest economic driver, 


Mr. Peters wants more people to 
realize that agriculture is second 
with a $30 billion stake in the 
economy and 650,000 jobs. 

“It's agriculture that feeds.the 
engine that drives this prov- 
ince,’ Mr. Peters says. 

He describes today’s farmer as 
a businessman but “somebody 
that has decisions made that are 
sometimes beyond their con- 
trol (i.e. border closures and 
weather. 


“Farmers are extremely proud 
of what they do and are dedi- 
cated to providing a safe, qual- 
ity product. 

“Farmers sacrifice a lot in 
their personal life to make sure 
we have a good, high quality 
product. We need to find a 
way to ensure that a farmer 
gets a.good return for what 
they do” 

Mr. Peters says it is important 
that as the government moves 
forward on nutrient manage- 
ment and food safety regula- 
tions that it plays a strong role 
in helping farmers in their im- 
plementation. 

Mr. Peters defended some of 
the cuts his ministry has made 
citing the drainage tile grant 
program and support to ge- 
netics programs. 

“We had some difficult de- 
cisions,” he said of the govern- 
ment-wide review that asked all 
ministries to find savings. 

“The genetics organizations 
were told 10 years. ago that the 
goal was to move towards self- 


sufficiency. 

“We have to look at where 
our priorities are. I saw that it 
was a bigger priority that we 
kept our ($120 million) safety 
net budget intact.’ 

Mr. Peters says it is not gov- 
ernment role to tell the agricul- 
tural community how it should 
address Queen's Park. 

“Agriculture has to decide 
amongst itself how it wants to 
represent themselves. I don’t 
think it’s for government to 
say. You don't play a group off 
or play favourites. The chal- 
lenge for the minister is hon- 
esty. There are a lot of different 
agendas; there is some com- 
mon ground and sometimes 
one commodity group will push 
its own agenda.” 

“| think that decision has to 


_ be made by farmers -- whether 


they adopt a Quebec model or 
maintain their own status quo 
or find another another model. 
It has to come from the farm- 
ers,0 not the minister. 


He added that pressing issues 
with local MPP’s and the Ontario 
rural caucus is effective. 

Local MPPs, he says, are 
his “eyes and ears on the 
ground” 

‘The rural caucus was instru- 
mental in having the Finance 
Ministry back down on its pro- 
posed maple syrup assessment _.. 
changes, he noted_. 

“You may not always get to 
the minister but the minister 
can rely on (MPPs)""

(NC)-You are probably do- 
ing everything right to keep 
healthy: good nutrition, im- 
peccable hygiene, regular exer- 
cise —-and yet it could be your 
windows, of all things, that will 
make you sick. 

Ignoring mould growth in 
window units - as many hom- 
eowners do — could lead to aller- 
gic reactions, as well as rhinitis, 
skin rashes and respiratory dis- 
tress. It is imperative therefore to 
prevent mould growth before it 
starts by keeping window con- 
densation to a minimum. 

“Health professionals report 


that people do not have to come 
in direct contact with mould to 
suffer the adverse effects,” says 
Jim Plavecsky, spokesperson 
for an insulating glass spacer 
manufacturer. “Toxins are trans- 
ported through the air, then 
inhaled, or absorbed through 
the skin and through the mu- 
cous membranes.” 

Health Canada also warns 
homeowners about keeping 
tight control of indoor humidity 
levels and window condensa- 
tion.

(NC)-Carbon monoxide is 
a serious danger and one that 
many people do not under- 
stand. Carbon monoxide is the 
#1 cause of accidental poison- 
ing deaths in North America. 
The Canadian Safety Council 
reports that there are approx- 
imately 1,500 poisonings and 
over 200 deaths per year due 
to carbon monoxide. 

The major cause of high levels 
of carbon monoxide in the home 
is faulty ventilation of furnaces, 
hot water heaters, fireplaces, 
cooking stoves, grills and kero- 
sene heaters. Other common 


sources are car exhausts and gas 


powered portable machines. 
Faulty or improper ventilation 
of natural gas and fuel oil fur- 
naces during the cold winter 
months account for most car- 
bon monoxide poisoning cases. 
Unlike smoke or fire, carbon 
monoxide is almost impossible 
to detect. Often called “The Si- 
lent Killer” carbon monoxide is

Carbon monoxide is also re- 
ferred to as “The Great Imita- 
tor” In the early stages of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, symptoms 
such as nausea and headaches 
often mimic common illnesses,

stay home and rest. Tragically, 
home is often the source of the 
illness and in some cases, the 
source of death. However, al- 
most all of these tragedies and 
mishaps are preventable.

« Installing a carbon mon- 
oxide alarm on every floor of 
your home including the base- 
ment near the home’ principal 
heating source. 

Because most fire or carbon 
monoxide incidents occur at 
night, Raffi Nersesian suggests 
that “talking alarms” near the 
sleeping areas may be a good 
alternative to regular ones. For 
example, you can get a 120V 
wired-in or battery “talking” 
alarm that could alert with ver- 
bal messages based on the haz- 
ard at hand - fire or carbon 
monoxide. 

If the alarm sounds, you and 
members of your household 
should leave your home im- 
mediately. Call 911 from out- 
side your home and do not re- 
turn to your home until the 
problems has been found and 
corrected.

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Attitude towards exercise critical 


in dealing effectively with aging 


Montreal---A national YMCA 
survey, presented at the inter 
national conference, ‘Towards 
a New Perspective: From Ag 
ing to Aging Well, reveals that 
exercise is more important to 
those ages 65 plus than those 
between the ages of 45-64. It 
also confirms that older adults 
will stick with a physical acts 
ity program if it improves their 
quality of life 


Since 1995, YMCA Canada 
has conducted bi-annual mem 
ber surveys across the country 
‘These anonvmous self-reported 
questionnaires are randomly 
sent to participants across 85 
centres. YMCA Canada part 
nered with the Faculty of Ka 


nesiology at the University of 


Calgary to analyze the 2002 sur 


vey results, which had a sample 


~size of 9.K42 


The survey analysis exam 
ined the attitudes of 4,765 old 
er YMCA members towards 
achieving regular physical exer 
cise between three age groups: 
45-54; 55-64; and 65+. The study 
asked about members percep 
tion of their health status, how 
often they exercise, their atti 
tude towards it, and barriers 
to exercise. The health status 
of YMCA members was also 
compared to the general public's 


in the same age groups. 


“This large survey sample 
provides a wealth of informa- 


‘ tion and may eventually pres- 


ent a model for exercise behav- 
jour in older YMCA members?” 


says Giséle Tennant, National 
Manager, YMCA Fitness. “The 
results showed that all three 
age groups were equally con 

fident in their ability to keep 
exercising, but the 65 plus age 
group was far more motivat- 
ed to maintain their current 


work out rate than their younger ° 


counterparts.” 


“Age and attitude are particu 
larly important when it comes 
to considering exercise. People 
often think exercise is some- 
thing that young people do and 
of course that's not true. The 
benefits of exercise to people of 
all ages are well documented in 
many published research stud- 
ies,” says Dr. Tish Doyle-Baker, 
Clinical Exercise Physiologist at 
the University of Calgary. 


“A fit mature adult is more 
independent, is psychologically 
better equipped to make deci- 
sions about their health, and has 
more opportunities to expand 
their personal talent and give 
back to society. The analysis of 
this survey highlights that the 
older YMCA members are ma- 
ture fit adults. It's quite possible 
that the 65 plus group could be 
the new trendsetters to influ- 
ence the middle age crowd into 
becoming more fit” 


Everyone experienced the 
same barriers to exercise: feeling 
unwell, social/family events, fol- 
lowed by being busy, tired, lazy, 
and last of all, bad weather. “For 
older adults, making the deci- 
sion to overcome these barriers 
speaks to their ability to take on 
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other challenges in their lives, 
says Dr. Doyle-Baker. “Again, 
attitude is critical. They choose 
to work out because they want 
to improve their health and feel 
better physically” 


Jim Janzen Speaker 
“These findings present us 
with important opportunities 
to enhance the aging popula- 


tion's health and contributior - 


to society, especially as baby- 
boomers move into their older 
years, says Jim Janzen, CEO, 
YMCA Northumberland. “We 
know adults will experience ag- 
ing with different perceptions 
and concepts that will ultimately 
challenge existing models. We 
are gearing up to meet the needs 
of this emerging group as we 
continue our work in disease 
prevention and health promo- 
tion. Our approach to health has 
always been about total health 
in spirit, mind and body,’ says 
Mr. Janzen.

Daniel Dafoe, a teacher vol- 
unteer at CHSS who helped in 
recording the music and liter- 
ature pieces, was very pleased 
with the interaction between 
himself and the students. He 
felt that it was a good experi- 
ence for teenagers to get into 
broadcasting and music re- 
cording. “The'radio event did 
what it set out to do,” Mr. Da- 
foe commented. 

Kyle Mitchell, part of a band 
currently going by the name of 
SYP, believed that this rural con- 
ference really showcased a teen 
perspective. Kyle stated that “By 
taking a role in the recording, 
we showed that we cared about 


the community. The commu- 
nity needed to know that our 
generation cared about the fu- 
ture of our neighbourhoods and 
that we're not afraid to high- 


light good and bad aspects of _ 


our region. The good things 
for sure outweigh the negative 
points.” Kyle added. 


Once again, CHSS as a com- 
munity school was proud of 
its partnership with the CRRF, 
and it provided students with 
a truly enriching experience. 
This conference was an expo- 
sure godsend for the entire re- 
gion. It gave students a taste 
of what a career in radio and 
music recording would be like.

The Ministry of Transportation (MTO), in 
partnership with Totten Sims Hubicki 
Associates (TSH), is undertaking two 
Preliminary Design Studies/Environmental 
Assessments for, a section of Highway 62 
between Madoc and Bancroft. G.W.P. 66-99-00 
includes Highway 62 from $.3 km north of 
Cleveland Road to 300 m south of County Road 
620 while G.W.P.’ 248-99-00 pertains to the 
replacement of the Beaver Creck Bridge. 


The purpose of these studies is to complete the 
planning and preliminary design activities to 
address traffic safety concerns, overall 
geometric and operational improvements, 
including pavement rehabilitation, and existing 
and future highway capacity requirements.

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All great submarine movies have two things in common.

Early cheese making 


represents area tradition 


Rowe family involved four generations

Warkworth---A large crowd 
of people were entertained and 
enlightened at the meeting of 
the Warkworth Percy Histori- 
cal Society on Monday Septem- 
ber 27th at the Percy Heritage 
Centre. Bob Rowe came to talk 
about the Rowe family and early 
cheese making in Warkworth, 
but before he began there was a 
surprise guest artist. 

John Coggins, who is a bit 
of a legend himself, sang “The 
Cow Song” about a legendary 
cow named Gladys who stood 
10 feet tall, with one purple eye- 
ball, and required eight people 
to milk her. She had 27 “spigots’, 
and the refrain of the song was 
“Oh, pass the udder udder over 
to my udder brother----" 

The song can be found in Au- 
reen Richardson's book “Wark- 
worth Cheese Country”. Bob 
Rowe allowed that it was a hard 
act to follow, then proceeded to 
give a very interesting account 
that was warmly received. 

Bobs grandparents, William 
[1880-1918] and Millie Rowe 
[1889-1928] first learned cheese 
making at Forest Cheese Facto- 
ry, north of Hoard’ Station very 
early in the last century. From 
1906 to1913 they were cheese 
makers at Cold Springs Cheese 
Factory on Highway 62, a few 
miles south of Eldorado, which 
is north of Madoc. Bobs father 
Doug was born there in 1912. The 
family moved to the Champion 
Cheese factory three miles west 
of Eldorado in 1913. In 1918, 
Bobs grandfather died of pneu- 
monia, leaving his widow with 


five children from two to nine 


years old. 


Millie continued making 
cheese to support her young 
family, and in 1921, moved to 
Stirling Cheese Factory, then to 
Anson Station just west of Stir- 
ling. Tragedy struck again and 
Millie died of a ruptured appen- 
dix in 1928. Both grandparents 
were dead before they-were 40, 
and Bobs father, at 16, was on 
his own. 


Started in 1930 

In 1930 Doug Rowe began his 
apprenticeship at Central Cheese 
Factory, which still stands on the 
road between Campbellford and 
Stirling. In 1931 Doug earned a 
Dairy School Certificate from 
Kingston Dairy School in three 
months. He had barely enough 
money for room and board, and 
nothing for extra frills, or luxu- 
ries. After finishing his appren- 
ticeship at Central Cheese factory 
Doug was hired as Cheese Maker 
at Plum Grove Cheese Factory 
at Wellman’s Corners, north of 
Hoard’s Station in 1935, then at 
Stirling Cheese Factory in 1936 
and at Hoard'’s Cheese factory in 
1937. By now he was recognized 
as one of the best cheese makers 
in the province. 

Doug Rowe married Emma 
Heasman in 1937. Bob was born 
in 1944, the year that Doug bor- 
rowed $4,200 to buy Warkworth 
Cheese Factory. Doug Rowe op- 
erated it until 1980 when it was 
sold to the Ault Food Company. 
In 1952 Doug bought the Ide- 
al Cheese Factory in Norham, 
ply and his cheese production. 
Cheese production rose from 
200,000 Ibs. in 1945 to 2.75 mil- 


The quality was so high that 
Kraft Foods of Montreal con- 
tracted to buy. Warkworth cheese 
from 1954-60 and 1964-80. The 
standards set by Kraft Foods were 
much higher than those demand- 
ed by government inspectors. 
Warkworth Cheese also had 
outlets in Havelock, Newcastle 
and Orillia. 

Bob Rowe still works in the 
cheese industry and his children 
have worked in the industry also, 
making it four generations of the 
Rowe family to have been in- 
volved in cheese making. 

Bob brought a surprise guest 
of his own to the meeting. Norm 
Matte works in the cheese indus- 
try with Bob Rowe and his fam- 
ily has also been making cheese 
for four generations. Norm is 
an expert in grading cheese and 

some “cheese triers; tools 
to sample cheese for grading and 
testing, and some other tools of 
the trade. 

Cheese making goes back to 
prehistoric times. It is speculat- 
ed that nomads carrying milk 
in calves stomachs found that 
an enzyme in the stomach pro- 
duced rennet, which makes the 
milk coagulate into cheese. The 
Romans made cheese, as did other 
people all over the globe. The early 
settlers brought cheese making 
to North America, but the first 
factory was in New York State in 
1851. Cheese factories in Ontario 
were started in 1864, in Oxford 
County and at Wellmans Comers 
in 1865, but most early cheese 
making was done privately in 
farm kitchens. ;

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Cheryl Grant: The answer was a natural floor we had never even considered - Cork.

(NC)-Two years ago we sat in 
our 20-year-old, very tired sub- 
urban kitchen deciding whether 
to move or renovate. Our life- 
style had changed, our home 
was not working! We needed 
more space and our décor style 
needed to relax. After much dis- 
cussion and many open hous- 
es the decision was made to 
renovate. 

Our goal was more living 
space, so walls needed to come 
down and as a result the floor- 
ing needed to change. 

It had been 15 years since I 
had seriously shopped floor- 
ing - back then broadloom or 
ceramic was the fashion but 
we were just about to tear up 
broadloom and ceramic. Who 
wants to renovate and install

the same floor again! 

In the spirit of “extreme” 
makeover we wanted a whole 
new look but still be practi- 
cal. 

We have a busy household 
- lots of traffic (two- and four- 
legged!), several rooms had wa- 
ter hazards (taps and toilets), 
and not all the rooms had the 
same décor and furniture wood 


type. 


Since a relaxed “country in the 
city” décor was what we were 
aiming for then either natu- 
ral stone or wood was our first 
thought but after 20 years of 
chipped ceramic and cold feet 
in the morning natural stone 
was quickly ruled out. 

Solid hardwood became our 
goal but with our water hazards 
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I worried about warping. The 
answer was engineered floating 
hardwood floors - the surface 
is hardwood and the core is a 
tough, stable wood-products 
material called high-density 
fibreboard. The floor “floats” 
- planks simply click together, 
using a unique patented joint 
called Uniclic.

Useful painting tips and techniques 


(NC)-The paint and decorat- 
ing experts offer these handy 
ideas for do-it-yourself decora- 
tors tackling a painting project 
in their home: 

«To determine whether it’s la- 
tex or alkyd on the wall, simply 
rub a small amount of methyl 
hydrate on the surface in an in- 
conspicuous area. If the paint 
becomes soft and gummy, it’s 
most likely latex paint. 

« Spray your hands with cook- 
ing oil before painting: your 
hands will cleanup easily. 

“When painting a ceiling, work 
across the width rather than the 
length. Paint a swathe about two 
feet wide at a time, working wet 
paint into wet paint 

+ Place clear plastic wrap over 
your glasses before you paint: 
any spatter will pull off with the 
plastic. 

«When painting walls, don't 
do the edging along the ceil- 
ing and baseboards all at once. 
Edge, or cut in with paint brush, 
as you work your way around 
the room with the roller. This 
prevents paint along the edg- 
es from drying before the rest 
of the wall is covered with the

How to choose the right furnace for your home 


Most Canadians replace their 

furnace for one of two reasons: 
either it has broken down of 
been ‘red-tagged’ by the gas 
nspector, or it’s simply getting 
too old — and the resulting fuel 
bills too high — to tolerate. Either 
way, there are numerous factors 
to keep in mind when choos- 
ng a new furnace, whether or 
not you have the time to do a 
lot of shopping around before 
the first chill of winter makes its 
presence felt. 

To help you decide, Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corpo- 
ration (CMHC) has a wide range 
of tips on how to choose the 
right furnace for your home, 
including: 

* Choose the right size fur- 
nace for your house. Most fur- 
naces can provide far more heat 
than your house requires, even 
on the coldest winter day. As 
a result, the odds are that you 
won't need to buy a new fur- 
nace with the same output as 
your current one, A furnace of 
the correct size will also oper- 
ite more efficiently, last longer 
ind save you money on heat- 
ng throughout the season. To 
find out how much furnace you 
need, have a qualified contrac- 
tor use the Canadian Standards 
Association (CAN/CSA F280) 


Boilers are Back! 


(NC)-The vast majority 
of single-family dwellings in 
Canada are heated with some 
type of forced-air furnace. This 
has been the norm for the past 
30+ years. Prior to that time, 
most homes were heated with 
a boiler and cast-iron radiator 
system. 


The shift from one system 
to the other was precipitated 
by many factors, not the least 
of which was the need to eas- 
ily add air conditioning. Since 
furnaces require a duct system 
for air distribution, adding cen-

¢ Consider whether to switch 
your heating fuel. Despite re- 
cent fluctuations in the relative 
costs of heating fuels, in most 
parts of Canada, it’s still more 
expensive to heat with an elec- 
tric furnace than one with oil or 
gas. However, oil furnaces may 
need chimney modifications or 
an oil storage tank, and anew 
gas furnace might require re- 
lining the chimney. Plus, pric- 
es can vary considerably from 
region to region, so make sure 
to calculate the relative costs 
of different fuels in your local 
area before making any final 
decisions. 

* Look for higher efficiency 
models if possible. Surveys have 
shown that high efficiency gas 
furnaces cost around $300 to 
$1,000 more than mid-efficiency 
models. As gas prices increase, 
however, the lower operating 
costs could pay for this upfront 
expense within just a few years. 
In addition, high efficiency ap- 
pliances can also operate safely 
in newer, airtight housing. 

« Pick a furnace with an air 
exchanger warranty of at least 
20 years. This is the most ex-

tral air conditioning is an ef- 
fective retrofit. 


A new generation of wall- 
hung boilers is beginning to shift 
the paradigm yet again. Hom- 
eowners now have the ability 
to supply heat to their homes, 
with a forced-air based system 
to accommodate cooling, but 
using a wall-hung boiler in- 
stead of a furnace. 


This new-spin on an old idea 
allows homeowners to reap the 
rewards of a typical forced-air 
system, with the added advan- 
tages and flexibility of wet-heat. 
Imagine a home can now uti- 
lize forced-air heating, central 
cooling, radiant heating and 
in-door air quality products 
— all centered on a single prod- 
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pensive part of a furnace, so if 
the manufacturer is willing to 
guarantee it for a long period of 
time, it’s a good sign that they 
are confident in its quality. 

« Select a furnace manufac- 
turer and dealer who have been 
in business for a significant pe- 
riod of time, and look for con- 
tractors who are members of 
the HRAI. 

* Lastly, if you use your fur- 
nace circulating fan to venti- 
late as well as heat your house 
(for example, if you have a heat 
recovery ventilator or high ef- 
ficiency air cleaner on the fur- 
nace), consider upgrading the 
circulating fan to a high efficien- 
cy DC motor. This can result in 
considerable savings over the 
life of the furnace.

Cheese is still made in the same 
way, but with much better and 
more accurate equipment. ‘The 
milk is heated and lactic acid bac- 
terial culture is added. Different 
cultures make different chees- 
es, (Cheddar, Stilton, Swiss, etc. ] 
Rennet is then added to make 
the milk coagulate and become 
solid and colour is added at the 
same time. Curds and whey are 
cooked until the curds are very 
rubbery, at which time they are 
separated from the whey. Salt is 
added to stop the bacterial pro- 
cess and the cheese is pressed 
again and again to reduce the 
moisture content. 

Grading of cheese is an im- 
portant part of cheese making. 
Every block is tested and graded 
to ensure that the cheese is up to 
standard. Cheese factories are 
usually built near a good supply 
of water, since large amounts are 
needed for cooling and cleaning 
equipment. 

Bob showed us some antique

Nov.7 at Trinity United 
Church, Madoc at 11:00 AM. 
We must remember and we 
must honour God who gives 
us memory and hope. 

There are always people who 
suggest that Remembrance Day 
is outmoded, and that it glori- 
fies war and violence.

“MWurricane Hazel” - 1954 to 2004 


Work of Conservation Authorities Reduces Threat of Flooding 


On October 15th and 16th, 
1954, Hurricane Hazel struck 
the Toronto region with a dev- 
astating reminder of the power 
and unpredictable forces of na- 
ture. More than 285 millime- 
tres (over 11 inches) of rain fell 
upon the already saturated earth 
and swollen rivers. Eighty-one 
people died and in its aftermath 
over 1,800 families were left 
homeless in Ontario. The to- 
tal cost of the destruction in 
Canada was estimated at $100 
million, the equivalent of about 
$1 billion today. 

“The impact of Hurricane 
Hazel is still being felt half a 
century later. It was a mobi- 
lizing force in bringing a wa- 
tershed approach to flood con- 
trol and water management in 
Ontario; says Terry Murphy, 
General Manager of Quinte 
Conservation. 

Two of Quinte Conserva- 
tion's member authorities, the 
Moira River Conservation Au- 
thority and the Napanee Re- 
gion Conservation Authority 
were formed in 1947 well be- 
fore Hurricane Hazel, but their 
work evolved as a result of the 
devastating storm. As the 50th 
anniversary of Hurricane Ha- 
zel approaches, it provides a 
unique opportunity to revisit 
this tragic event and look at how 
with the help of partners, con- 
servation authorities have made 
great strides in protecting our 
communities and minimizing 


risks to lives and property. 
“One of the ways conserva- 

tion authorities have reduced 

the threat to people's lives and 


property from the dangers of 


flooding is through the regu- 
lation of floodplain lands. In 
Toronto, whole streets and the 
homes on them, were washed 
away during Hurricane Ha- 
zel. Restricting aqgjvities on 
floodplain lands through reg- 
ulation has reduced the risk of 
that kind of devastating loss,’ 
explains Murphy. 

Floodplain lands are regu- 
lated through a permit process. 
Quinte Conservation’s regu- 
lations govern activities such 
as filling and any kind of con- 
struction near wetlands and 
waterways and include alter- 
ations to waterways. Anyone 
planning work near the water 
or a wetland requires a permit 
from their local conservation 
authority: Floodplain lands are 
not always éasily identifiable. 
Land near the water can look 
like a great place for a home or 
subdivision during the summer, 
but that same site can be inun- 
dated during spring flooding or 
a major storm event like a hur- 


ricane, making it unsuitable for © 


residential development. 
Quinte Conservation operates 
and maintains 39 dams within 
its watershed area. The most 
familiar flood control dams in 
the region are the ice control 
dams in the City of Belleville, 


but Quinte Conservation also 
has other dams that. it oper- 
ates to reduce the threat of high 


water. 


“The watershed approach to © 


dam operations is vital, given 
the potential impacts to both 
upstream and downstream wa- 
ter levels; advises Murphy. 
“Many of the other programs 
and services of Quinte Conser- 
vation, like those of the other 


35 conservation authorities in| 


the province, also have a posi- 
tive effect on reducing the im- 
pacts of floods and severe storm 
events, he adds. 

Wetland protection, refor- 
estation, flood forecasting and 
warning, technical input to lo- 
cal development plans, storm- 
water management, floodplain 
acquisition, shoreline natural- 
ization, and information and 
education programs all con- 
tribute to reducing the impact 
of flooding. And that helps to 
protect local residents and their 


cannot be over emphasized, 
explains Murphy. 

Besides their other conser- 
vation benefits like contribut- 


Other services of Quinte 
Conservation, induding its Tree 


Seedling Stock Program, and 
the management of its 12,000 
hectares (30,000 acres) of land, 
most of which is forested, also 
contribute to reducing the im- 
pact of flooding. Forested ar- 
eas slow the rate of runoff and 
snowmelt, reducing its impact 
on waterways. 

Conservation Authority pro- 
grams will become even more 
important as the effects of cli- 
mate change are experienced 
locally. Scientists are predict- 
ing more frequent storms of 
increased intensity and sever- 
ity for the future. 

Today, risk to life and prop- 
erty resulting from a hurricane 
such as Hazel would be far less 
due to improved regulations 
and restrictions on developing 


and the cumulative work over 
the last 50 years of Ontario's 
conservation authorities. 
“From the tragic loss of life 
and devastation of Hurricane 
Hazel, lessons were learned that 
will forever influence the safe 
planning of our communities. 
Conservation Authorities are 
proud to be part of that posi- 
tive legacy and to be working 
with residents and municipali- 
ties to deliver our conservation 
programs on a watershed ba- 


sis,” says Murphy.

Don’t Cry Over Spilled Milk Clean tt Up 


A simple solution to unlawful spills and emissions 


The Ontario government is 
introducing a new environ- 
\mental law that’s based on a 
simple principle - if you spill, 
you pay. 

I am introducing legisla- 
tion that would do that, and 
more, 

It would provide for Envi- 
ronmental Penalties of up to 
$20,000 a day for individuals 
and $100,000 for corporations. 
It would offer a fast response 
to unlawful pollution spills and 
emissions, encourage Companies 
to minimize the risk of spills 
and hold them responsible if 
they do occur. 

The McGuinty government is 
proposing this new law because 
we are committed to protect- 
ing the environment and we 
believe Ontarians are too. 

Our government's goals of 
safe, clean and livable commu- 
nities means zero tolerance for 
industrial spills and danger- 
ous emissions. As environment 
minister, | am always looking 
for new approaches that will 
improve the way we achieve 
this goal. 

Environmental Penalties will 
be tough on polluters and will 
protect the health of Ontar- 
ians. 


Real action would come with- 
in days, not years. We believe 
this will be more responsive 
to the real needs of Ontarians, 
who will not tolerate spills or 
dangerous emissions and will 
not wait endlessly for problems 
to be cleaned up. 

Earlier this year there was a 
series of chemical spills into the 
St. Clair River that endangered 
the drinking water of thousands 
of people. That was unaccept- 
able to the people downstream 
and to me. 

I heard from parents in Wal- 
laceburg worried about the wa- 
ter their children are drinking. | 
heard from residents concerned 
about the long-term impact of 
living with these threats. 

I realized we need a new tool 
to help end spills. 

Here's how Environmental 
Penalties would work: If an 
unlawful spill or emission oc- 
curs, Environment Ministry of- 
ficials would have the author- 
ity to apply penalties of up to 
$100,000 a day for corporations 
and $20,000 a day for individu- 
als -- right away. 

The money from Environ- 
mental Penalties would go into 
a Community Cleanup fund. 
Ministry officials and munic- 


ipalities could also order the 
polluter to pay the cleanup 
costs for an unlawful spill or 
emissions. 

Even after imposing an Envi 
ronmental Penalty, the Ministry 
of the Environment’ investiga- 
tors could still lay charges. And 
corporate directors and officers 
of companies that unlawfully 
pollute could go to jail for up 
to five years if convicted. 

It is important to distinguish 
between an Environmental Pen- 
alty and environmental fines. 
Fines are handed out by the 
courts, with the amounts de- 
termined by judges only after a 
polluter has been convicted. 


It is important that our courts 
have the authority to impose 
fines, and where appropriate, 
jail sentences. However, going 
through the courts can be slow, 
sometimes taking years. 

An Environmental Penalty 
could be assigned almost im- 
mediately and would require 
the company responsible to pay 
the penalty within days.? 

We are transforming the way 
business and industry work 
in Ontario. The previous gov- 
ernment talked about boost- 
ing maximum fines, but these 


are rarely imposed and do not 
encourage companies to avoid 
spills and emissions. 

Our new system is part ofa 
comprehensive approach rec 
ommended by the Industrial 
Pollution Action Team that | 
created to examine the St. Clair 
River spills. 

Environmental Penalties are 
part of a new approach that re- 
wards companies that go be 
yond basic compliance and puts 


_ those that don't on notice that 


there will be real and immedi- 
ate consequences. 

We are not just getting tough 
er on spills and emissions ei> 
ther: on Sept. 28, Premier Mc- 
Guinty announced a ban on the 
landfilling of untreated hazard- 
ous waste. 

We think our comprehen- 
sive approach will encourage 
companies to comply with our 
environmental laws. The vast 
majority of Ontario companies 
are responsible, and we recog- 
nize the work these companies 
have been doing through our 
Environmental Leaders pro- 
gram. 

Unfortunately spills still oc- 
cur. Our message is that even 
one spill is one too many. Now 
it’s clear; you spill - you pay.

Orillia--The Ontario Provin- 
cial Police has once again dem- 
onstrated to Ontarios motorists 
just how serious it is in getting 
people to buckle up on the roads 
and highways.

Now, imag- 
ine the outcome if you were 
participating in one of these 
simulations, but this time the 
seat belts were removed. This 
should paint a pretty accurate 
picture of what would happen 
to you and your passengers in 
the event of collision.

Lessons from a Comprehen- 
sive Review of International 
Evidence and Experience, the 
Canadian HIV/AIDS Legal Net- 
work called upon provincial, 
territorial, and federal govern- 
ments to set up pilot prison nee- 
dle exchange programs within 
18 months, in order to protect 
prisoners, prison staff, and the 
public from the further spread 
of blood borne infections in 
Canadian prisons.

“Prisoners come from the 
community and most return 
to it. What is done - or not 
done - in prisons with regard 
to HIV/AIDS, hepatitis, and 
drug use therefore has an im- 
pact on the health of all Cana- 
dians. The federal Minister of 
Health and provincial/territo- 


in close collaboration with the 
federal and provincial correc- 
tional systems to ensure that the 
health of all Canadians, includ- 
ing prisoners, is protected and 
promoted,” said Ralf Jurgens, 
the Legal Network's Executive 
Director and one of the authors 
of the report. 

“Drug use, including inject- 
ing drug use, is a reality in pris- 
ons around the world. Over the 
last ten years, Canadian prisons 
have vastly increased their ef- 
forts to keep drugs out. Nev- 
ertheless, asin prison systems 
in other countries, drugs get 
through even the thickest walls, 
said Michael Linhart, a former 
prisoner living with AIDS. “I 
have seen how prisoners share 
dirty needles because they don't 
have access to clean ones. Many 
prisoners never shared before 
they came to prison, and are 
at great risk of being infected 
with HIV and hepatitis C in 
prison,’ he added. 

“Needle exchange programs 
have been operating with gov- 
ernment funding throughout 
Canada since the late 1980s. 
They are generally regarded 


as one-of the most important 
factors in preventing HIV epi- 
demics among injection drug 
users,” added Thomas Kerr, a 
Research Associate with the 
British Columbia Centre for 
Excellence in HIV/AIDS. “De- 
spite this, and although Cana- 
dian and international experts 
have been calling for prison 
needle exchange programs for 
over ten years, no Canadian 
prison has thus far introduced 
and evaluated this pragmatic 
public health measure.” 

The Legal Network's re- 
port shows that the number 
of prisoners infected with HIV 
and hepatitis C has increased 
dramatically over the last ten 
years. 

“In federal prisons, 14 cases 
of HIV/AIDS were known in 
1989. In April 1994, 109 cases 
were known, and in 2002, 251. 
Today, one out of 50 prisoners 
is known to be HIV-positive. 
In provincial prisons, rates are

OPP Serious About Buckling Up 


The Ontario Provincial Police 
has once again demonstrated 
to Ontario's motorists just how 
serious it is in getting people 
to buckle up on the roads and 
highways. The OPP joined po- 
lice services throughout On- 
tario for the 2004 Fall Seat Belt 
Campaign, to enforce one of the 
most important, yet neglected, 
safety practices by drivers and 
passengers alike. 

The one week initiative 
wrapped up recently, and mo- 
torists saw the OPP turn up the 
heat with its policing partners 
on seat belt enforcement. One 
might ask why this initiative is 
necessary, given that most peo- 
ple appear to be buckling up 
these days. The reality is that 
approximately one in three fa- 
talities on roadways involve 


drivers or passengers dying 
because they were not wear- 
ing their seatbelts. 

Think about those slow mo- 
tion crash simulations you see 
on television with mannequins 
strapped into car seats. Think 
about the force with which these 
mannequins violently bolt for- 
ward in their seats at the very 
second they crash into the wall 
- despite the fact that they are 
wearing seat belts. Now, imag- 
ine the outcomé@®f you were 
participating in one of these 
simulations, but this time the 
seat belts.were removed. This 
should paint a pretty accurate 
picture of what would happen 
to you and your passengers in 
the event of collision. 

Regardless of how defensive 
a driver you think you are, col- 


lisions are random in nature 
because you cannot control 
how others drive around you. 
As such, you and your passen- 
gers are, and always will be vul- 
nerable to meeting with death 
or serious injury in a collision if 
you are not relentless in your 
use of seatbelts. 

Although the one-week cam- 
paign ended last weekend, the 
OPP intend to remain highly vis- 
ible in the months to come. So 
while the awareness campaign is 
over, police enforcement urges 
drivers to get into the habit of 
buckling up between enforce- 
ment campaigns. Remember, 
it takes mere seconds to fas- 
ten your seat belt, and it takes 
mere seconds to lose your life 
because you didn't .

“In light of this evidence, 
there no longer are any good 
reasons to deny prisoners who 
inject drugs access to clean nee- 
dles. This does not condonetheir 
drug use. Rather, it is a prag- 
matic public health measure 
that should accompany other 
efforts to reduce harms relat- 
ed to drug use, such as drug 
treatment programs, includ- 
ing methadone maintenance,” 


concluded Ralf Jurgens. 


Overwhelming support for 
prison needle exchange pro- 
grams. 

The Legal Network has a long 
history of analyzing issues re- 
lated to HIV/AIDS, hepatitis 
C, and drug use in prisons. In 
reports released in 1996 and 
2002, the Network called upon 
governments to implement a 
comprehensive strategy to fight 
HIV/AIDS and hepatitis C be- 
hind bars. 

The Networks recommenda- 
tions have been supported by 
many other organizations, in- 
cluding the World Health Or- 
ganization, two reports from 
House of Commons Commit- 
tees, and the Correctional Ser- 
vice of Canada’s own “Study 
Group on Needle Exchange- 
Programs.” Today, coinciding
